JAPAN'S ADYANCE "TO THE YA 
RUSSIAN CAVALRY DISPERSED! 


Mr, M. Noma, Consul for Japan, has 
courteously communicated the following 
telegrams :-—~— . : 


Tokio, 28th February, 
8.20 p.m. 

This morning at-about 9 am, a group of 
the enemy’s cavalry made a demonstration 
and were encountered by our troops about 
half a mile to the north of Phyeng-Yang.

These 
two vessels were blown up with explosives 
that had been prepared on board, their crews 
cheering as Uiey witnessed them founder 
from the boats. ‘These rowed away towards 
the Japanese torpedo flotilla, but, being 
discovered by the Russians, thanks to the 
searchlights which were sweeping the har. 
hour, they were fired upon by the forts. Tn 
consequence, Urey rowed to a place of shel 
ter where they were under cover, and rejoin 
ed the destroyers about 3 pam. the following 
afternoon, after rowing for several hours 
against a heavy sea and a bead wind.

-chas remained alinnst: stagnant with few 
charters here and there reported, 

Anen, the Saon/Hongkong trade, a con- 
tinually declining local rice market has been 
obibitory to business in this direction andl 
present quotation is nothing beter than 17/18 
cents perpicu) “This figure is, however, more 
oc less rominitl, there being but an occasional 
boat having to accept such rate of necessity, 
and a considerable improvement can only be a 
«question of time if unly in consequence of 
shortage of tonnage. ‘The rice crop in Cochin 
China is said to be a fairly good one, but export 
fiyuses Up to date are not to be compared with 
tormer years, the high rate ofexchange having put 
a stop to shipments for Furope and the time is 
no doubt near at hand, that exuort to China on 
a fately large scale will become practicable. 
Stocks of grain at Canton have so far been 
suffic-ent, but the state of affairs for ayricul- 
turisis, a5 far as the nextnce crop is concerned, 
Is very serious ane in consequence of the 
long continued drought, Unless rain comes 
very soon, nothing can avert a bacl harvest and 
mm that most probable case, grain will be want- 
ed badly with a very limited umount of tonnage 
to bring it along. 

From Saigon to Philippines ports, after a dull 
of some durauon, operations have been re- 
suined and chartering: has been done on the 
basis of 38 cents per picul, more tonnage bemg 
wanted at sine gure, Suitable craft is how: 
ever scarce and i 1s very probable that rates 
will go higher. From Rangeon to one port 
Philippines up to 58 cents per picul has been 
paid and there 1s room for further tonnage. 

Bangkok business to this remains unchanged, 
Rates have vot advanced correspondingly with 
others on account of the more than ample 
supply of “liners.”
